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IN THE CLAIMS: 



1 (Currently Amended). An automated stator winding method comprising: 

(a) providing a transport pallet and a winding pallet, the winding pallet 
removably positioned upon the transport pallet and a stator part mounted on the winding 
pallet; 

(b) conveying the transport pallet with winding pallet thereon [along] on a 
conveyor [in] along a substantially horizontal first direction to an input side of a winding 
station; 
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
